It has to stop before 
someone gets killed.” 

Emma Weise said: “Lots 
down St Johns Road too 
with noisy cars and driving 
far too fast. It’s a residential 
area and should be treated 
as such.” 


Stephen Marshall echoed 
Emma’s concerns and wrote: 
“St Johns Road is a night¬ 
mare; idiot drivers using the 
mini roundabout as a prac¬ 
tice chicane. Regular 60mph 
speeds in a 30mph - never 
ever see a copper.” 

Jeannette Sendall said: 
“We hear them on Cam 
Drive late at night. I worry 
about my children learn¬ 
ing to drive on these roads.

Police say all anti-social 
behaviour is “taken very se¬ 
riously” and that officers are 
“carrying out patrols and of¬ 
fering words of advice to mo¬ 
torists”.

Wildwood

AN Ely restaurant forced to 
close temporarily after a fire has 
reopened for business.

Pool to go but 
centre to stay 


ELY’S Paradise Swimming 
Pool will close when the new 
leisure centre is built - but the 
Paradise Sports Centre will re¬ 
main open. 

It had been anticipated that 
both the pool facilities and 
the sports centre in Newn¬ 
ham Street would shut when 
the new leisure centre in 
Downham Road opened. 

But it has been confirmed 
this week that that will not be 
the case. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair of 
East Cambs District Council’s 
commercial services commit¬ 
tee, said: “The new Ely leisure

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centre will replace Paradise 
Pools, however the Paradise 
Centre, which operates out¬ 
side the district council’s re¬ 
sponsibilities, will stay open. 

“Existing pool staff current¬ 
ly employed by the council 
will transfer across to the new 
centre on protected terms of 
employment. 

“We will build as much 
continuity as possible into 
the booking arrangements 
and pricing structure going 


forward through ongoing dis¬ 
cussions with our operators.” 

Work on the new centre is 
due to start this month with 
the facilities set to open in 
early 2018. 

According to the council’s 
Draft Local Plan from 2012, 
the authority aims to build 
more than 60 new homes in 
the area known as ‘Paradise 
Quarter’ - and a multi-storey 
car park. 

But Cllr Hobbs insists the 
council has “no immediate 
plans” for either the swim¬ 
ming pool site or the Paradise 
playing field.

The parents must have felt 
awful, and I'm sure the driver of the 
car did not get up that morning to go 
out and ruin lives.

Understanding 
the big picture 

GLOBAL depletion is a word used 
to describe the loss of our primary 
resources on earth - it is essentially 
about sustainability. 

Most people now are aware 
of the atrocities of factory farms, 
the issues with high fructose corn 
syrup - specifically in the US, and 
the industrialisation or processing 
of foods with their contribution to 
obesity. But beyond these we have 
loss of biodiversity, world hunger, 
sustainability of our own health, 
agricultural land use inefficiencies and 
loss of rainforests, pollution and the 
state of oceans and fish as well as the 
effects on climate change. 

So while it seems that collective 
attention has been on global warming, 
it is only a small fragment of the more 
complex picture of what we are doing 
to ourselves and to our planet, as it is 
one component of the bigger picture 
of global depletion. 

Defining renewable as it relates 
to our resources is complicated. For 
instance water is generally viewed as 
'renewable' and yet some of the water 
that is used daily on our planet comes 
from sources that take thousands of 
years to create. 

In the US in particular but also 
in other developed countries of the 
world, there is an unhealthy dietary 
dependence on animals and animal 
products. We collectively raise, 
feed, water, kill and eat over 70 
billion animals a year - ten times as 
many as people on earth. In doing 
so these animals use and deplete 
our renewable and non- renewable 
resources - they use food, water, land, 
air, and fossil fuels or other energy 
resources that could be used by 
people.

A POPULAR pub and restaurant has closed 
its doors. 

The Travellers Rest, on the A10 in Clutter¬ 
ing, was taken over by Steve Shipp in lanu- 
ary this year. 

The Ely News told how Steve had ambi¬ 
tious plans for the pub and aimed to stock 
the widest selection of ales, beers and ciders 
in Cambridgeshire.

He said after many sleepless nights the 
decision was made to close the premises, 
adding: “I’d like to thank my staff and my 
customers for making it the best time of my 
life even when I was at my lowest.”

CONSULTATION 

Have a say on 
level crossings 


PLANS to close or change the 
use of level crossings in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will be the focus 
of a second round of consul¬ 
tation events in September. 

Network Rail bosses have 
identified around 130 level 
crossings in East Anglia that 
they feel should be closed or 
modified - including 32 in 
Cambridgeshire. 

They say closing crossings 
and diverting to alternatives 
will not only make the railway 
safer by removing the point 
where people can come into 
contact with trains, but that 
it will also help improve reli¬ 
ability and enable separate, 
potential future develop¬ 
ments for faster and more fre¬ 
quent services. 

However, the proposals, 
which Network Rail says does 
not affect A or B roads, are 
proving controversial, with 
residents and organisations 
saying closing some crossings 
will affect walking and cycling 
routes. 

Following feedback from 
members of the public at con-

sultation events earlier in the 
year, the potential closure of 
Adelaide level crossing (C23), 
which is public footpath 49 in 
Ely, has now been removed 
from the list “in order to pre¬ 
serve a circular walking route 
in the area”. 

Richard Schofield, Network 
Rail’s route managing direc¬ 
tor for Anglia, said: “The ini¬ 
tial consultations were very 
successful and we gathered a 
lot of useful feedback. 

“I’d encourage anyone in¬ 
terested to come along to see 
the updated proposals and 
share any concerns or ideas 
with us, before we put these 
forward under Transport and 
Works Act Orders early next 
year. 

“The proposals include 
small changes to how people 
cross the railway and the clo¬ 
sures will help us reduce the 
risks that level crossings pose, 


improve safety and reliability 
of the railway for the future.” 

Among the local crossings 
which could be closed or al¬ 
tered are: West River Bridge, 
Little Thetford; Ely North 
Junction; Second Drove, Ely; 
Prickwillow 1, Ely; Prickwil- 
low 2, Ely; Munceys, Ford- 
ham; Wicken Road, Soham; 
Leonards, Soham; Newmar¬ 
ket Bridge, Ely; Wells Engine, 
Ely; Cross Keys, Ely; Furlong 
Drove, Little Downham; Black 
Horse Drove, Littleport; Clay¬ 
way, Littleport; Coffue Drove, 
Little Downham; Littleport 
Station, Littleport; Poplar 
Drove, Littleport and Willow 
Row/Willow Road, Littleport.

“ONLY an elected Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Mayor can deal with Cam¬ 
bridge’s problems.” 

That’s the message from entre¬ 
preneur Peter Dawe OBE, follow¬ 
ing the news that Cambridgesh¬ 
ire’s new devolution deal may 
not be overseen by a directly 
elected mayor. 

Mr Dawe, who is from Ely and 
set up Pipex, the first commercial 
internet service in Europe, said: 
“Only an elected Cambridgeshire 
Mayor can deal with Cambridge’s 
problems. 

“Central government has given 
us an opportunity to make local 
decisions fast, responsive and 
coherent. 

“We must not allow politicians 
to kill our one hope of effective 
local government.” 

Theresa May is reportedly con¬ 
sidering removing the mayoral 
element of the devolution deals 
in a bold policy departure from 
her predecessors at the head of 
the Tory party. 

Until now a new mayor for 
both Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough had been seen as 
non-negotiable for the county 
to get new money and powers

from Whitehall. 

However, the new post has 
proven to be controversial, given 
the large geographical area they 
would have to cover. 

The fact they would also com¬ 
mand a salary in the region of 
£70,000 has also been criticised 
by some. 

As previously reported, Mr 
Dawe announced in April that he 
would stand for the mayoral role 
if it was introduced. 

He said: “The solution 
for Cambridge lies in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, not within a city 
already overdeveloped and over¬ 
heating. 

“With the Cambridgeshire 
Mayor boundary being the same 
as the old county, there would be 
no need for a new administrative 
body, with streamlined decisions 
making costs lower. 

“Replacing the council system 
with a mayoral system is being 
scuppered by politicians more 
concerned about their roles than 
effective decision making.”

What made you decide to be a fashion designer? 

Do you come from a creative family? 

I've always seen my mother painting after work, and as a child, 

I would sit with her and talk about colours. I always enjoyed 
painting with her. My dad is a passionate winemaker - I guess 
that's another type of art. My sisters are in the arts as well. I 
trained in fine art at Central St Martins in London, and I always 
admired the creations of the fashion department, but I love art 
and live for it. I guess I was attracted by the genius. I always saw 
myself as an artist/designer. When I started working for Original 
Satchel Store, I was in London. At the time I was working with an 
amazing set designer, creating sets prior to various fashion weeks. 

I designed for catwalks and shoots for fashion magazines. I guess 
the Original Satchel Store was attracted by my artistic universe, 
and the previous collaborations I worked on. I was handling the 
art direction first for the company and that led naturally to having 
ideas for new bags. So they invited me to join the team for good, 
and I haven't regretted it for a second.

Which satchel designs are trending this summer? 

Hard question because I can't make my mind up out of two 
of our bags: I love the yellow classic tote, but I think the silver 
satchel is the one for summer. 


The Hera bag (part of the Run to the Sun collection) is striking 
and stunning and your 'baby' (design-wise). 

What inspired you? 

A lot of it is a mix between pure abstract paintings, together with 
inspiration from fashion designer Issey Miyake and the drapery of 
ancient sculptures. When we did the photoshoot for the Run to 
the Sun collection, we took the models to Cadaques in Spain. It 
was a favourite place for artists like Magritte, Matisse and Picasso. 
The sea is impossibly azure and the light is unique. Run to the 
Sun became the obvious name for the collection. 


If I could choose one bag it would be the Soft Leather Tote 
in forest green or tan (tough choice). What would yours 
be and why? 

I have a tan soft leather satchel and tote which are with me every 
day of my life. 


What's the mood for autumn/winter? 

The mood can be summed up with black soft leather satchels 
and a bronze leather tote. And our top-secret new design that is 
going to be SO popular... I can't wait to start showing it to our 
international buyers and our customers. 


Tell us a little about your design process. Does it start with 
a sketch or an idea? 

I start with an idea which I carry round in my head until it begins 
to form into a complete product. Then I start sketching and 
moving things around. At that point I send the sketches to our 
design studio. 


You work across Paris/Barcelona/South of France - is 'place' 
important to you? 

Yes, definitely. It's important to be in the right environment to 
create day after day. I had amazing experiences and inspirations 
in London and Paris, but now Barcelona is just right for the time 
being. Here I have my studio where I work with ceramics and 
also design my bags. It's just perfect. 

Are you designing for an international customer base? If so, 
are there style markets specific to certain countries? 

Yes, there are definitely different style markets, but the satchels 
are traditionally and purely English, so if international customers 
come to us, they are specifically after this British style. That's our 
strength. 

There are quite a few brands designing satchels now. What 
makes Original Satchel Store distinctive? 

The quality of the leather and the craftsmanship of our leather 


workers is what makes our satchels distinct from the others. 

Our strapline is "Lovingly hand-crafted in England". 

We are also the only satchel company to have appointed its own 
bag designer. We are a fashion brand and we have a clear idea of 
the quality our customers expect. 


We love the pannier satchels - perfect for Cambridge 
cyclists. Any plans to expand the collections? 

Yes! Soon we will launch a new leather bag to 
beautifully stand slightly outside of our traditional 
range. Super-secret but super-exciting. 


If you could design a satchel for 
anyone, who would it be and why? 

I would design it for Iris Apfel (the 
American 

business woman, interior designer and, at 94, fashion icon) 

- her look is irresistible. I hope I'll look as good as her when 
I'm her age. I would deliver it myself so she could tell me her 
secret. 

Who has been spotted carrying an OSS satchel? 


We were contacted by the fashion editor of Vogue magazine who 
asked if we could make a pink satchel with VOGUE embossed in 
gold for a photoshoot, so of course we did. 

Supermodel Daisy Lowe has one of our satchels, pictured below, 
as does Spanish supermodel Eugenia Silva. We also made a 

bag for Pakistani schoolgirl Malala 
Yousafzai who was shot in the 
head by the Taliban 
and who recently won 
the Nobel Peace Prize.

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CRIME 

Crackdown on 
hare coursing 


HARE coursing - one of the 
Ely area’s most common 
and costly rural crimes - is 
the focus of a special police 
crackdown this month. 

The hare coursing season 
traditionally starts in Sep¬ 
tember, and the county’s 
dedicated Rural Crime Ac¬ 
tion Team says combating 
the illegal sport is its main 
priority. 

Hare coursing causes 
damage to crops, harms ani¬ 
mal welfare and threatens 
the rural economy. At times 
it can also result in intimida¬ 
tion and violence. 

Officers will be conduct¬ 
ing regular patrols in areas 
of the county known to be 
targeted by coursers and 
say they will be providing a 
“swift response” to reports 
from the public. 

Signage will also be placed 
in previously targeted areas 
to assist prosecution and 
ensure people are aware the 
activity will not be tolerated. 

Those caught hare cours¬ 
ing could face a criminal

behaviour order, seizure of 
vehicles and other property, 
a fine and a driving ban. 

Chief Inspector James 
Sutherland said: “Our mes¬ 
sage is simple - don’t come 
coursing in Cambridgeshire. 

“Driving hare coursing 
out of the county is a prior¬ 
ity for the Rural Crime Ac¬ 
tion Team and we will do 
all we can to catch those re¬ 
sponsible and bring them to 
justice.” 

Last month, the Ely News 
reported how rural crime 
has rocketed by nearly a 
third in Cambridgeshire. 

New figures released by 
rural insurer NFU Mutual 
show a 28 per cent increase 
in countryside crime in the 
county. 

It claims thefts from farms 
and rural communities now 
cost Cambridgeshire £1.9 
million a year, with the in¬ 
surance firm also highlight¬ 


ing a trend towards more 
high-tech crimes. 

Earlier this year, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police reformed 
the Rural Crime Action 
Team - a specialist unit fo¬ 
cusing on rural crime - in a 
bid to clamp down on a rise 
in countryside offences. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The impact of rural crime 
can be devastating for local 
communities. 

“Our goals are simple - we 
want to reduce rural crime 
and let those in the com¬ 
munity know that we are be¬ 
hind them.” 

Members of the public 
are urged not to confront 
people hare coursing but to 
report ongoing incidents by 
calling 999. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion about any type of rural 
crime can call police on 101.

As part of the government’s latest 
vision to modernise the current tax 
system, they announced in the March 
2015 Budget that they would introduce 
digital tax accounts for individuals and 
businesses.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

ASED on an article in Rolling Stone 
magazine and a 
subsequent book, War Dogs 
heavily dramatises the true story of 
two enterprising twentysome- 
things, who became multi-millionaires 
as arms dealers to the US military. 

Director Todd Phillips, mastermind of 
The Hangover films, and co-writer Jason 
Smilovic don't let the truth get in the way of 
spinning an entertaining yarn. 

They embellish the jaw-dropping 
rags-to-riches narrative with a hare¬ 
brained chase through the notorious 
Triangle of Death to the south of Baghdad, 
and some fizzing one-liners, which are 
used as chapter headings to bookmark 
each stage of the journey. 

Miles Teller and Jonah Hill, who garnered 
numerous awards for their eye-catching 
work in Whiplash and The Wolf Of Wall 
Street respectively, are an incendiary 
double-act. 

They clamber over various obstacles 
thrown in their characters' paths and 
brazenly wisecrack in the face of death. 

Phillips' film opens with TV news footage 
from the war in Iraq in 2008. 

"I see $17,000,” explains massage 
therapist David Packouz (Teller). "That's 
what it costs to outfit an American soldier.” 


WAR DOGS (15) 


★★★★★ 

Narrating his own extraordinary story, 
David introduces us to his wife Iz (Ana de 
Armas), with whom he hopes to raise a 
family by selling bed sheets to local care 
homes. 

His get-rich-quick scheme flops 
and David is reluctant to tell his 
spouse that the boxes of 
bedding cluttering up their 
apartment are not their 
golden ticket to a brighter 
future. At this low ebb, 

David meets his friend 
Efraim Diveroli (Hill), who 
has discovered a website 
which lists contracts that 
the US military needs to be 
fulfilled. 

"When life kicked me, I 
stayed down. But Efraim? He 
kicked back,” gushes David, 
who agrees to become a partner in this 
shadowy yet highly lucrative business. 

The buddies tender for a massive 
munitions contract with the help of 
infamous dealer Henry Girard (Bradley 


Cooper) and underbid by $53 million. 

David travels to Albania to fulfil the 
contract, aided by his driver Bashkim (JB 
Blanc), who knows which palms to grease. 

When David questions the morality of 
the business, which he keeps secret from 
Iz, Efraim immediately hits back. 

"This isn't about being pro-war,” he coun¬ 
sels David. “It's about being 
pro-money.” 

Bolstered by strong performances 
from the two leads, 

War Dogs is an engrossing 
and frequently uproarious 
comedy of errors. 

Phillips and Smilovic's 
script short changes the 
supporting characters: Iz 
exists solely to prick 
David's conscience with 
her fleeting words of 
wisdom. 

However, they do they craft 
some big laughs like when the 
buddies visit a weapons expo in 
Las Vegas and David pithily 
describes the event as "Comic-Con with 
grenades"

It's very good for lining the pockets of the 
greedy and the enterprising.

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H YUNDAI'S ilO is a no 
nonsense city car that's 
cheap to buy and cheap to 
run, with excellent economy, low 
emissions and a transferable seven 
year warranty. 

It has sold in large numbers 
here, so if you're not absolute sure 
about one, move on to the next 
and make sure the one you buy 
has full service history to make 
sure it's been properly cared for. 

Hyundai's reliability has been 
very good ever since it launched in 
this country and secondhand ilO 
prices are very reasonable because 
of low prices new. They are all 
very easy to drive, manoeuvre and 
park. 

I'll concentrate here on the 
model built between 2008 and 
2013, which initially came with 
1.1 or 1.2-litre engines. 

This was replaced in 2011 by a 
new high economy 1.0-litre and a 
1.25 four and the whole car was 
refreshed and up-dated. 

The 1.0-litre three cylinder 
Blue Eco model comes with low 
rolling resistance tyres and other 
fuel saving tech that makes it very 
reasonable to run. 

Good power steering, small size 
and an almost vertical rear make 
all il 0s very town friendly and 
they even cope reasonably well 
with longer trips. 

As well as a five-speed manual 
gearbox there's a four-speed 
automatic but this runs out of 
'oomph' at anything above 60 


miles an hour and is to be avoided 
unless you have to have it. 

There is some wind and road 
noise but it's not too intrusive 
and the engine is smooth and 
reasonably quiet until pressed. 

Handling and road-holding are 
pretty good, giving a fair amount 
of fun through the corners and 
although the driving position is 
not perfect, I didn't find it really 
uncomfortable. 

There's room for four adults and 
comfort is up to other city cars, 
but the boot is tiny. 

All have five doors and air 
con, electric windows, an MP3 
compatible CD player, aircon. 
front and side airbags, folding 
rear seats and a height adjustable 
column.

The V6 powertrain is paired 
exclusively with a versatile 
and super-smooth eight-speed 
automatic gearbox and delivers 
sports car pace and acceleration, 
capable of 0-62mph in just 5.4 
seconds and an electronically 
limited top speed of 155mph. 

The lowered S line suspension, 
which has been totally re¬ 
engineered, along with well- 
weighted, responsive power 
steering and the assured grip of the 
quattro system also make for some 
dynamic handling. This is an estate 
that you can drive enthusiastically 
with total confidence. 

Motorway miles are eaten up 


with ease while the car remains 
composed and well-balanced 
taking on winding A-roads and 
proves equally relaxed and refined 
even in stop-start urban traffic. 

Audi's five-mode drive select 
system is standard across the range 
and if I were really nitpicking, then 
there's a split second's delay in 
throttle response when in 'comfort' 
or 'efficiency' modes. 

Flick it into 'dynamic' mode, 
though, and this issue disappears 
as a sharp thrust on the gas pedal 
see's you gently forced back 
into your seat as the car takes off 
sharply. 

As well as offering power, poise 
and pace, though, the A4 Avant 
is at the front of the space race 
too - the new model's 505 litre 
boot being 15 litres bigger than its 
predecessor's and topping those in 
both of its premium German rivals 
- the Mercedes C-Class estate and 
BMW 3 Series Touring. 

Load capacity rises to 1,510 
litres with the rear seats, which are 
split 40:20:40 for extra versatility, 
folded flat. 

Kit levels are generous across 
the range and this flagship gets a 
seven-inch multimedia touchscreen 
interface with mobile phone 
mirroring capability, climate control, 
satnav, DAB radio, Bluetooth, 
automatic lights and wipers and 
keyless entry and ignition. 

Typically of Audi, though, there 
is also a long options list and 
niceties such as an upgraded Bang 


& Olufsen stereo, heated seats, 
head-up display, parking assist, 
panoramic sunroof and adaptive 
suspension all helped to add a 
whopping £12,000 or so to the 
price of this model. 

For that outlay you'll want 
to keep running costs down so 
it's good to see that even this 
performance-focused flagship posts 
a potential 53.3 miles per gallon 
on average with carbon emissions 
of 139g/km. 

These figures do change to 
52.3mpg and 142g/km with the 
optional 19-inch alloys my car 
had - but that's not bad for such 
a powerful car and is the reward 
for Audi's efforts to make the 
new model lighter and more 
aerodynamic.

Today’s Rio shifts 
into gear for Paris 

THE all-new, fourth-generation 
Kia Rio will make its world 
premiere at next month's Paris 
Motor Show. 

The Rio's new exterior and 
interior design was led by Kia's 
design centres in Germany and 
California, in close collaboration 
with the company's main design 
centre in Namyang, Korea. 

Straight lines and smooth 
surfacing give the car a new 
character, while a longer front 
overhang and bonnet, longer 
wheelbase, and more upright rear 
pillar give the five-door car a more 
standout and balanced appearance 
than its predecessor - a rival to the 
likes of the Ford Fiesta. 

The next generation will enter 
production towards the end of 
2016 for Europe, with production 
timings and prices for the UK to 
be announced closer to launch. 


W HO can forget the incredible 
80s (well, except Gen Ys 
and millennials perhaps)? 
The era of vintage Madonna, neon 
bodysuits, ET and of course amazing 
hatchbacks, thanks to the popularity 
of KITT, the almost-human like 
companion of Michael Knight in the 
iconic hit hit Knight Rider. 

No doubt, the 1980s was the 
decade of the hot hatchback; a breed 
of cars that all-but killed the popular 
mass-market sports cars. Nearly 
every car or sedan variant seemed to 
include a hatchback version through 
the majority of this era. What was 
it that car manufacturers found so 
enticing to want to replace a classic 
trunk with a sloped window? 

Here, Heritage Car Insurance takes 
a look at the top five most iconic 
hatchbacks of the 1980s that could 
provide an insight into this burning 
question. 

1. FORD FIESTA XR2 

The Ford Fiesta XR2 stood out in the 
hot hatchback market of the 1980s 
because of its popularity amongst 
regular drivers. Furthermore, its great 
looks and brilliantly smooth handling 
made it an instant showroom winner. 

Today the Fiesta XR2 continues 
to highlight all of Ford's trademark 
appeal; fast, affordable and fun. It can 
still be found at your local dealerships 


for under £1,500. With a little fixing 
up, this baby will be as good as new. 
Plus, its value will only increase. 

2. VOLKSWAGEN GOLF GTI MK2 

The GTI MK2 was a fundamental 
improvement to the genre-defining 
MK1, launched in the previous 
decade. Though not the fastest, 
nor the most fun to drive among 
hatchback counterparts. Yet, it was 
touted as the most complete, with 
a bigger interior, a more powerful 
engine, better handling and security 
as well as vastly reduced under-steer. 

Now more popular than ever, 
the Golf GTI MK2 is possibly the 
most sensible retro hot hatch on the 
market. Spares are well catered for. 

3. PEUGEOT 205 GTI 

Considered by many to be the Holy 
Grail of hot hatches, the Peugeot 
205GTI is equal part light and equal 


part fast. It offers sharp-edged B-road 
performance with understated and 
classy looks and excellent build 
quality. Its reputation for 'dangerous' 
lift-off oversteer was largely overplayed 
- this issue is easily resolved with a set 
of good modern tyres. 

Launched in 1984 in 1.6-litre form, 
the 130bhp 205 GTI 1.9 followed 
three years later and became one 
of the quickest as well as sweetest 
handling cars of its generation. It is 
responsive and steers like a go-kart, 
and that's why so many people still 
love them today. 

4. RENAULT 5GT TURBO 

The Renault 5GT Turbo vied with the 
Peugeot 205 GTI and Volkswagen 
Golf GTI as one of the defining hot 
hatchbacks of its era. With a 0-60mph 
time in 7.1 secondsand a maximum 
speed of 123mph, it was certainly the 
quickest of the front runners. 


The 5GT Turbo produced some 
fantastic performance figures with 
11 5bhp and health 121 lb ft of torque 
on tap, thanks to its low weight. The 
5GT was inspired by Renault's FI car, 
strapped with a Turbocharger onto 
the 1.4-litre pushrod four-cylinder 
engine in the earlier Gordini. Today, 
the 5GT Turbo is rare and becoming 
increasingly expensive, with good cars 
costing upwards of £6,000. 

5. CITROEN AX GTI 

Weighing in at just 720kg, but 
boasting impeccable performance, 
the Citroen AX GTI has definitely 
earned its title as the Rocky Marciano 
of hatchbacks; a featherweight that 
packs a giant-killing punch. 

The AX had zero flab plus fantastic 
handling balance and steering feel. 
Thin metal in non-structural areas of 
the body, as well as composite body 
panels, made the car as efficient 
as possible. This makes its 1.4-litre 
engine's lOIbhp surprisingly effective. 

The AX, though much sought-after, 
is very difficult to find today. A search 
through owners' clubs would be the 
best option. 

Heritage Car Insurance managing 
partner, Mark Wilkinson, said: "These 
cars were standard fare on our roads 
just a little over 30 years ago. Yet, 
today they are considered 'classics', 
increasing in rarity and value."

Vauxhall Corsa 



IF imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery then the feisty 
little Fiesta S Red should 
be blushing with pride at 
the arrival of an equally red 
number from Vauxhall. 

The new £17,125 Corsa 
Red Edition is obviously 
aimed at the same sort of 
buyer (youngish, male, keen 
driver) who would dearly love 
to grab the wheel of a faster 
model but can neither afford 
the monthly payments - or 
the insurance. 

So Vauxhall helps him out 
with a rather less potent but 
considerably cheaper (by 
precisely £1,000 over the 
VXR) version that aims to give 
similar thrills, if watered down 
a little. 

Do it with conviction 
and, bragging rights apart, 
you'll have a car that's great 
fun to drive. Put it on our 
crowded, potholed roads and 
(whisper it) the slightly softer 
suspension and less aggressive 
throttle response might make 
it a nicer drive. 

The Corsa Red Edition 
comes with a new 
turbocharged 1.4 litre engine, 
whose 150 horsepower 
propel the car to 129mph and 
reduce the sprint to 62mph 
to 8.9 seconds. So, perky 
enough for most. 

Driven with restraint (ha!) 
you might approach the 


49.6mpg the car recorded 
in the official test but it's 
very unlikely indeed to get 
anywhere near that in the 
hands of a typical owner. 
That's not what he bought the 
car for anyway, is it? 

At least the 132g/km 
exhaust emissions mean a 
reasonable £130 annual tax 
bill and of more concern is 
going to be how the car looks 
and how it feels when he's 
showing off to his mates. 
We've all been there. 

With chunky 1 7-inch alloy 
wheels and body coloured 
front lower spoiler, side 
sills, rear roof spoiler and 
rear lower skirt the Corsa 
Red Edition looks as little as 
possible like the shopping 
trolley Corsa STING that starts 
the range off at less than ten 
grand. 

Add in a chrome-look 
tailpipe, black roof and door 
mirror housings - with still 
more black on the front grille 
bar and door pillars and here 
is a car that looks the biz 
simply standing still. 

Dark tinted rear windows 
and lowered suspension 
ratchet up the cool look 
count, while the interior is 
given a sporty makeover with 
huggy front seats and fancy 
pedals and a leather wrapped 
steering wheel. 

There's air con, electric 


windows and digital radio on 
the standard spec list, along 
with a switch to make the 
steering lighter, a feature that 
seems redundant on a car 
designed for the more brawny 
end of the market. 

There was no need, or 
desire to select the city mode 
steering function on my Red 
Edition drive, where the feel 
through the wheel (which 
also usefully houses controls 
for radio and phone) was 
better than most cars at the 
price and fitted with electric 
assistance. 

The gearbox has been 
fettled to make it more 
precise in this application (as 
though lesser versions need 
a less precise feel?) but felt 
some way less impressively 
click-click than I'd hoped for. 

No doubting the spread of 
power, though, thanks to a 
turbo engine that sounds gruff 
whatever you ask of it and 
the car is precise enough on 
corners to make it fun, if the 
ride is less than forgiving. 

The real question than 
arises; would you rather have 
the Fiesta S Red? It's less 
powerful, but £680 less costly 
and a lot lighter in the other 
sort of pounds too, so feels 
nimbler on its toes. 

You will need a test drive 
of both, which is no hardship, 
surely.

Drama at Soham 
as match called off 


SOHAM Town Rangers chairman 
Stuart Hamilton paid tribute to the 
speedy reactions of players, officials 
and paramedics after their Ryman 
League, North Division match at 
home to Norwich United was aban¬ 
doned after 16 seconds when United’s 
Andy Eastaugh suffered a serious 
head injury 

Eastaugh suffered concussion 
immediately after an accidental 
clash of heads with a Soham play¬ 
er, causing Monday’s game to be 
stopped and later abandoned with 
both sets of players and manage¬ 
ment teams in agreement. 

Hamilton, a first aid volunteer, 
was close to the incident when it 
happened, and rushed on to help 
along with the Norwich United 
trainer. 

“It was upsetting for everyone 
concerned,” he said. 

“I was standing close to it and 
I could see straight away he was

concussed. He went straight down. 

“I’m a community first responder 
and fortunately had my kit with me 
so I was able to help. 

“We checked that he hadn’t 
swallowed his tongue and put him 
straight into the recovery position. 
We called for an ambulance straight 
away and they stayed on the line, 
telling us what to do.” 

Eastaugh, brother of Norwich 
United manager Steve - former 
assistant manager to David Batch 
at St Neots Town - regained 
consiousness after two minutes but 
was very confused. 

“He had no idea where he was, 
who he was, or why he was there,” 
said Hamilton. 

“It was his birthday and that was 
the only thing he could remember.” 

A paramedic car arrived at 
Julius Martin Lane first, followed 


moments later by an ambulance, 
which took the injured player to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge. 

Norwich later confirmed that a 
scan showed there was no brain 
damage or fractures, but that 
Eastaught would remain in hos¬ 
pital as a precaution due to severe 
concussion. 

“It was all dealt with in about half 
an hour,” said Hamilton. 

“It was very swift and quick. Both 
clubs handled it really well. 

“They’ve thanked us for how 
we dealt with it, and we wish the 
player well and hope he makes a full 
recovery soon.” 

Hamilton added: “It was 
absolutely the right decision to 
abandon the game. 

“After what happened no one 
really wanted to carry on.” 

Andy Eastaugh took to Twitter 
on Tuesday to offer his thanks to 
Soham. 


He said: “Hi everyone, the 
support is staggering and I can 
only thank you all for so much love. 
Memory is still a bit dodgy but all is 
OK. 

“Would like to say a massive 
thanks to Soham Town Rangers for 
your understanding and coopera¬ 
tion not that I can remember it.” 

Earlier in the weekend, Soham 
suffered a 1-0 loss at Maldon & 
Tiptree.
